newspaper libel bill struck a snag in 
the senate when it came up on second 
reading. Senator Grim, after he had 
attacked the bill ami riddled its ex- 
cessive .penalty clause, proposed aa 
amendment In lieu thereof providing 
a flue of not less than $100. This was 
a test vote and resulted In the adop- 
tion t)£ the amendment. 


Senator Sproul assailed 
the 
bill 


from the newspaper publishers' stand 
point and said that to fine a newspa- 
per §0 cents for every copy would ho 
rulnoua and vras drastic. 


Later in the session the bill was 


again taken up, certain influences hav- 
ing changed the attiuid* ot certain 
senators. Senator Grady proposed an 
amendment to the Grim amendment, 
making the flne not leas than 5500 and 
not more than §1,000. By a viva voce 
vote It was adopted.
